COLLEGE AND HOSPITAL. 

This edifice (a correct view of which is presented on the title page) is( 
veniently situated in a central part of Washington, equi-disiant from 
Capitol and President’s House, in the immediate neighborhood of the j 
cipal hotels and boarding houses, vvhkh renders it easily accessible to 
student; and, at the same time, occupying a position in the Judiciary squ 
it is secluded from the noise and bustle of business, and affords that priv 
and retirement so desirable for public instruction. 

The building, like most similar institutions of Europe, unites the ad^ 
tages of public Lecture Rooms, with a Hospital for Clinical instruct 
under the same roof. 

The body of the building is 150 feet in length, with two wings of 50 
each, the whole making a front equal to 250 feet. The wings furnish < 
venient and spacious lecture rooms, neatly fitted up, well lighted , ventila 
and warmed, with commodious halls fora Chemical Laboratory and 
Anatomical and Pathological Museum. In the rear of the principal buib 
is a third wing, having large and well ventilated rooms, appropriated 
clusively to Practical Anatomy. 

The mam body of the building, which is appropriated \o the Hosp 
contains accommodations sufficient. for a large number of patients, inclu( 
those derived from the marine of the District, so arranged as to admi 
privacy when desired, and affording every convenience for the sick and 
valescent. It is intended that this part of the establishment shall be 
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of Washington exclusively, but are open to the inhabitants of GeorgetoA 
Alexandria, and the surrounding country; thus, embracing a populatior 
at least 50 , 000 , affording numerous interesting cpses of disease and a gi 

variety of surgical accidents and operations.

THE MUSEUM. 

The Anatomical and Pathological Museum is contained in a spaci 
room adjoining the Anatomical Theatre , and embraces already a value 
collection of preparations, models, and drawings, to which the students h 
daily access, and Which the Faculty, aided by the Profession of the Disti 
are constantly ehla%ing. 

CLINICAL LECTURES A.ND INSTRUCTION. 

Clinical Lectures are delivered three times a week, the subjects of wl 
are illustrated by the exhibition of patients with every variety of disei 
furnished by thei extensive private practice of the Professors and the w! 
of the Hospital and the Dispensary. This department being under the sj 
roof with the Lecture Rooms, and under the exclusive control of the I 
ulty, while, at the same time, it is sufficiently separate and distinct for 
convenience of the patients, offers peculiar facilities to the medical stu( 
for clinical' instruction, as the medical and surgical patients are easily ac 
sible, without the delay, expense, or trouble of going to a distance for 
purpose ^ as is the case in many similar institutions; and which in coi 
iiiences are, in many instances,, so onerous as entirely to prevent the stui 
from availing himself of their advantages. Many interesting cases of disc 
both niedical and stit^gieal, have already been presented, and it is confide 
anticipated that this number will be greatly increased during the cor 
yeari 

PRACTICAL ANATOMY. 

The advantages for the pursuit of Practical Anatomy in this institutioi 
not surpafeed by any medicaT school in this country. The rooms aj 
priated to this purpose are spacious, convenient, and, at the same time, 
fe'ptly private; the supply of subjects' is abundant, affording an ample r 
her for dissection , and as many as, are Wanted to enable all the studer 
perform the va.rious operations in Surgery , The dissectinsf rooms are 
every evening (Sundays excepted) from the first of October to the fi 
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of materiel, the collateral expenses of this department are a mere trifle 
each student. 

Recapitulary Lectures on Anatorhy will be delivered by the Derhonstrai 
twice a week, to which the students of Bractical Anatoihy will be admitt 
free of expehse . ’ 

FEES, REGTJXuATIONS, &c. 

The Lectures will commenceion the 2d Monday iU: October, froin whi 
time, until the 1st Mor^day in JSiov., two lectures will be delivered daily. 

The regukir course of Lectures will commence on the first ; Monday 
November, (as usual,) and continue until the first of March. 

The entire expense for a course of Lectures by all the Professors is 

Practical Anatomy by the Demonstrator, $10 ; matriculation fee, 
graduation expenses, $25. 

Good board can be procured at from $2 50 to $3 00 per week ; ^nd t 
Dean will refer such students as may apply to him, on their arrival, 
boarding houses of this description. 

The requisites for graduation are, that the candidate shall have attend 
the Lectures of each Pr-ofessur two full courses, onone full course in t 
school and one in some other respectable institution ; he must also hr 
studied medicine three years under the direction of a regular Physicir 
and have attained the age of twenty-one ,• he must bear a fair moral cl 
racter, and he shall have dissected during at least one session ; he sh 
have entered his name \)?^ith the Dean of the Faculty as a candidate 
graduation, and delivered to him an inaugural dissertation, on some me 
cal subject, thirty days before the close of the session, and pass a satisfach 
examination. 

All persons who have attended two full courses of Lectures in this sch 
are entitled to attend succeeding courses free of expense. 

The degrees are conferred by the authority of the Golumbian Colle 
incorporated by an act of Gongress of the United States.
